Second Home 


Upon the arrival of the new mater- 
ial* the Tribune went into its second 
home which wa» located jn the Webb 
block.

tor several hours. Smoking had 
been prohibited in all parts of the 


the severe cold 


weather, the fire department attempt- 
ed to confine the blaze to the waste 
paper room in the basement where 
it was first discovered. Despite the 
streams of water that continued to 
play upon the burning building, the 
fire continued to smoulder, finally 
breaking forth into seething flames. 
An account of the fire as reported 
in the Tribune of that date says: 


"By noon the fire had started to 


burn itself out and the firemen, ice 
covered and frost bitten in most in- 
stances, had succeeded in getting con- 
trol of the situation. Pouring hun- 
dreds of gallons of water which al- 
most froxe solid as it left the nozzle 
of the hoses the blaze was beaten 
back until all danger of farther 
spreading was past. 


"All the delicate linotype machines, 


bolted to the floors, were badly dam- 
aged by the tons of water thrown 
into the building while the carefully 
adjusted presses were sheets of ice. 
The thousands of pieces of type were 
unharmed by fire or smoke bat were 
frozen into solid masses.

W hatever the cause of the fires th at 
destroyed the Tribune plants, in each 
instance a larger and better home for 
the pioneer paper resulted. 
Today, 
its home on th e corner of Fourth and 
Thayer is one of the. beauty spots 
of Bismarck. 


F irst Fire In ’85 


The Bismarck Tribune’s first fire 
occurred in March of* 1886, between 
4 and 6 o’clock in the morning as a 
result of 
a 
lighted 
match being 
thrown 
into 
paper 
lying 
be- 


off the presses when he departed for 
his home, shortly after 4 o’clock. 
His preparations for 
retiring had 
scarcely begun when the sound of 
the fire bell halted his progress, and 
alm ost simultaneously the sound of 
running footsteps were heard on tne 
board walk leading to the Jewell 
residence a t 306 Third street. 
Mrs. 
Jewell opened the front door in time 
to allow the figure of Frank Ryan, 
pressman a t the Tribune, to stumble 
across the threshold and explain ex­ 
citedly th a t the Tribune was on fire. 
Mr. Jewell rushed out on the street 
and back to his office, completing 
his dressing as he ran, but arrived 
only in time to see his establish­ 
m ent alm ost obscured by smoke and 
flames. 
Not stopping to grieve over his 


Half Million Loss 
The property loss resulting from 
this fire amounted to about a half 
million dollars with only about $200,­ 
000 covered by insurance. 
While the 
fire was a calamity at the time, it 
resulted in Bismarck being rebuilt in 
a modern and up-to-date style which 
gives the present city an appearance 
of newness and freshness envied by 
small cities with streets of dilapitat- 
ed business blocks. 
Within an hour after flames were 
discovered immense brick buildings 
had melted away and the night was 
turned into a brilliantly lighted fur­ 
nace. 
The work of destruction was 
so rapid that the message sent from 
the Western Union office to Mandan 
was never received, and assistance 
came from Mandan only after the 
red glare of the flames apprised the 
residents in that eity of the vast 
fire. 
After the destruction of the sec­ 
ond home of the Tribune in the Webb 
Block, Mr. Jewell went to Pittsburgh 
Pa., to negotiate with Andrew Mel­ 
lon, present secretary of the United 
States Treasury, for the block now 
occupied by Hoskin’s. 


Twenty-two Years Later 
Twenty-two 
years 
later 
under 
the present management, the Tri­ 
bune for a third time was damag­ 
ed by fire. 
Shortly after 8 o’clock 
on the 
morning of Jan. 21, 1920, a smoke 
was discovered by the office force 
crawling up from the basement. Al­ 
though the fire 
department 
res­ 
ponded to the alarm which was turn­ 
ed in immediately, by the time the 
firemen peached the scene the few 
stray whisps of smoke had develop­ 
ed into a heavy, opake cloud which 
swept up from the basement and 
completely filled the first and second 
floors. 
The origin of this fire like those 
of the past could never be determin­ 
ed upon. The business force for the 
day had just reported for duty; no 
one was known to be about the bail­ 
ing room in which the fire originated, 
for 
several 
hours. 
Smoking 
had 
been prohibited in all parts of the 
shop. 
Handicapped by 
the 
severe cold 
weather, the fire departm ent attem pt­ 
ed to confine the blaze to the waste 
paper room in the basem ent where 
it was first discovered. 
Despite the 
stream s of w ater th at continued to 
play upon the burning building, the 
h re continued to smoulder, finally 
breaking forth into seething flames. 
An account of the fire as reported 
in the Tribune of th at date says: 
“By noon the fire had started to 
burn itself out and the firemen, ice 
covered and fro st bitten in most in­ 
stances, had succeeded in getting con­ 
trol of the situation. 
Pouring hun­ 
dreds of gallons of w ater which al­ 
most froze solid as it left the nozzle 
of the hoses the blaze was beaten 
back until all danger of fu rth er 
spreading was past. 
“All the delicate linotype machines, 
bolted to the floors, were badly dam 
aged by the tons of w ater thrown 
into the building while the carefully 
adjusted presses were sheets of ice. 
The thousands of pieces of type were 
unharmed by fire or smoke bu t were 
frozen into solid masses.

It was characteristic of The Tribune that in later years 
it should see the need for modem streets and lead the fight 
for paving when quite a number of people were thoroughly 
contented with Bismarck’s “perfect dirt streets.” 
The Tribune’s championship of a wagon bridge across 
the Missouri — of a public library which would be Bismarck’s 
very own — its activity in promoting welfare work of var­ 
ious kinds — its far-sighted efforts to cement the interests 
of town and country as a means of erasing the fictitious bar-^ 
riers which unfortunate political conditions had thrown up 
All these are what one naturally would expect of a news­ 
paper which is of and for Bismarck. 
Perhaps an expatriated Bismarck man may better ap­ 
preciate some of these facts — 
But I doubt if there is a citizen of Bismarck today who 
is not, deep down in his heart, just a bit proud of T h^ 
Tribune; just a bit happy to know that The Tribune cel^ 
brates its golden jubilee as a better, stronger newspaper m 
every way than it has ever been before — 
And I am sure that as we can look hopefully to a greater 
Bismarck — a Bismarck so much greater that we dare not 
be specific in our pr^ictions for fear of falling far short of 
the mark — so we may also look with certainty to an ever 
greater Tribune — a proper prince consort for the Queen City 
of the Slope. 


3 FIRES SWEEP 
TRIBUNE IN 
FIFTY YEARS 


T.*ikes Up More Commodious 
Quarters Each Time 
Despite Losses 


Three times in fifty years the Bis­ 
marck Tribune has been w ithout a 
home as a result of a fire. 
The 
three 
fires 
occurred 
on 
Main Street and in every instance 
the cause of the fire was unknown. 
The first and the last one originat­ 
ed in the Tribune plant, in the paper 
and refuse in the building, it was 
thought.

Marshall H. Jewell was publisher 
at the time of the first two fires, 
in 1886 and in 1898 while George D. 
Mann, present publisher, was editor 
a t the time of the third fire in 1920.

Big Press Damaged 
“The printing press, one of the 
finest of its kind, is an alm ost total 
loss, it is believed, as the fire had 
burned its fiercest around it and 
huge quantities of w ater had flooded 
and covered the intricate mechan­ 
ism. Considerable damage was caus­ 
ed to the huge quantities of valuable 
paper stock by smoke, w ater and 
Hre, and the business departm ent 
equipment was a total loss.” 
The Gussner building on the corn­ 
er of Main and Third streets which 
the 
Tribune 
had 
occupied 
since 
Chrismas day, was the oldest brick 
structure in Bismarck. 
W ork had 
commenced on this building when the 
future capital city was less than a 
year old. It had served various pur­ 
poses in its half a . century’s exist­ 
ence, being occupied by a bank, a 
grocery store, the old Bismarck spice 
mill, the Palace hotel, conducted fur 
years by the late D. E. Cochran: the 
Missouri Valley Motor Co., various 
weekly newspaper enterprises, and 
most recently, by the W eslern Sales 
Co. 
The Tribune a t this tim e as dur­ 
ing all the other fires was gotten out 
at the plants

Driven in 1883 Before 


Gathering of Notables 


Probably never before in the his-, 


tory of the Northwest have so 
many notables gathered together 
than when the last spike was driv- 
en in the completed Northern Pa- 
cific road near Gold Creek west of 
Garrison, Mont. According to the 
Bismarck Tribune issued the fol- 
lowing day, dignitaries present 
were:

On Sunday, February 16, 1913, 
however, 170 years later, a party 
of school girls and boys accidental- 
ly discovered it. -It looked like a 
range stove lining, was eight and 
one-half inches long by six. and 
one-half inches wideband an eighth 
of an inch in thickness. Some one 
•who knew of the Verendrye plate 
prevented it from being thrown 
away by a boy, and perhops lost 
or at least mangled beyond repair, 
or even wholly destroyed.

This was in March, 1743, 
at what we know as Fort Pierre, 
South Dakota. 
There has always 
been more or less unbelief as to 
this Verendrye plate. 
On Sunday, February 16, 1913, 
however, 170 years later, a party 
of school girls and boys accidental­ 
ly discovered it. It looked like a 
range stove lining, was eight and 
one-half inches long by six_ and 
one-half inches wide and an eighth 
of an inch in thickness. Some one 
who knew of the Verendrye plate 
prevented it from being thrown 
a4ay by a boy, and perhpps lost 
or at least mangled beyond repair, 
or even wholly destroyed. 
Verendrye was thus proved to 
be a truthful explorer and adven-

There is a statue of Mr. Wibaux, 
located on the south side of the 
track, a few minutes’ ride by train 
west of Wibaux, that may be seen 
from the windows of the train. 
At Billings, Montana, we are al­ 
most within cannon shot of the 
battlefield where General Custer 
and five troops of his command 
died in Indian conflict in June, 1876 
and where the Absaroka, or Crow, 
Indians live. 
At Livingston, Montana, where 
the Yellowstone Park line diverges 
we cross the Rockies, the first time 
exactly where Captain Clark, of 
Lewis and Clark, and his party 
with their mentor, the Shoshone 
Indian woman, living with the 
Mandans, made their final cross­ 
ing of the mountains and camped 
at noon on the Yellowstone in the 
outskirts of where the town now is. 
Enthroned, a scenic .diadem in 
the fullness of a bountiful natural 
landscape is Yellowstone Park, our 
greatest national park, with its hot 
water fountains, its geyser family, 
its myriad cascades and waterfalls, 
the Grand Canyon, the piece de re­ 
sistance of the entire world’s won­ 
ders, its bison, deer, elk, antelopes 
and bears, its wise beavers, noted 
for their engineering abilities, its 


large, unique hotels and camps, and 
—where we catch trout, of many 
kinds, in its mountain streams and 
lakes. 
Its gateway is the Gardi­ 
ner Entrance Arch, dedicated bv 
the world admired and lamented 
Roosevelt, and at Camp Roosevelt, 
he spent a vacation while yet our 
president. 
At Butte and Anaconda the late 
Marcus Daly developed the most 
remarkable mining and smelting 
plant, probably, of its kind in th 
world. 
At Missoula be sure and look 
upon Jumbo, the oblong, smooth­ 
sided mountain near the Northern 
Pacific station and note the beach 
lines a thousand feet above the 
town left by Lake Missoula a large 
body of water that in recent geo­ 
logic time filled the valleys among 
these mountains. 
From Missoula a branch line me­ 
anders through the beautiful Bitter 
Root valley where Chief Joseph and 
his Nez Perce Indians, crossing the 
mountains where Lewis and Clark 
did, were followed by General How­ 
ard and his soldiers in 1877 and 
finally fought General Gibbon to a 
standstill at the battle of the Big 
Hole beyond the valley. 
Later 
General Miles outfought and cap­ 
tured Joseph north of the Yellow­ 
stone. 
Another line follows the Clark 
Fork and the St. Regis rivers, 
through a glorious mountain re­ 
gion to Wallace, a mining town in 
a bowl of the mountains and not 
far from 
Lake Coeur d’Alene, 
where another branch line contin­ 
ues on to Spokane, the Mistress of 
the Inland Empire. 
The Yakima valley in Washing­ 
ton might be termed a poem in ir­ 
rigation. 
The nearby mountain 
snows provide the waters and man 
and nature do the rest. They have 
changed a desert-like area into a 
horticultural heaven, from which 
thousands of cars of fruit are 
shipped each year. 
The North Coast country is a 
panorama of surprises. 
Nature 
and man almost seem to compete 
with each other. 
Here are cities 
and fruitful vales that test man’s 
observations and beliefs.

The history of the 
Northern Pacific is, theretore, most 
closely allied with the history of 
the Noithwest and since its con­ 
struction began the road has, in 
fact, been a very important part 
of it. The line, now largely double 
tracked 
and 
electro - automatic 
block signal protected, traverses 
the choicest part of the Northwest, 
touching nearly all its important 
towns and cities. In 1873 the road 
as pushed through to Bismarck, 
which was a terminal point until 
1879 when construction was re­ 
sumed and the road extended west­ 
ward. 
The Northwest is, probably, the 
most cosmopolitan part of the 


United States. New England, the 
South, the Central East and the 
Middle West are all strongly rep­ 
resented by the sons and daughters 
who have left the home tree and 
migrated here to found new and 
honorable communities and com­ 
monwealths with their natural ap­ 
pointments. The shining rails and 
taut telegraph and telephone lines 
of the railway reach back, both 
actually and emotionally, toward 
the old homes from whence came 
those who have worked out a 
seeming miracle and to the mighty 
army that is still to come, to con­ 
tinue the great work of settlement 
and civilization of which Lewis and 
Clark were the harbingers.

Congratulations. Fifty years 


today the Bismarck Tribune was es- 
tablished by me. I was thirty years 
of age .fresh from active1 service in 
connection with daily newspapers at 
St. Paul and Minneapolis, specially 
trained for Legislative Reporting. 


The Bismarck Tribune was the 


first newspaper established in North 
Dakota. The only villages ia the 
state at that time were Pembina, 
Grand Forks, Valley City, Jamestown, 
and Bismarck, and the settlement 
at Fargo, then uneeeded Indian lands. 
There was no farming or farms ia 
Korth Dakota, excepting in connec- 
tion with Indian 'Agencies or Mili-- 
tary posts; no roads aside 
from 


military or Indian trails; no rail- 
roads only the Northern Pacific un- 
der construction; no public schools; 
no banks; no organized churches 
outside of the Catholic Missions, and 
it was my fortune to be one of the 
fire to organize the first establish- 
ed Protestant church organized in 
the state, the Presbyterian church 
ar Bismarck.

Coterie of Brilliant Writers 
In this environm ent were develop­ 
ed such men as L ounsberry, Jew ell, 
H untley, 
Q uinn, 
K irkc La 
Shelle, 
Foley and a 
host of others 
whose 
pens w rote into news stories, poetry, 
talcs of rom ance, the g reat develop­ 
m ent into an em pire th a t w as in pro­ 
gress before th e ir eyes. 
U n fo rtu n ­ 
ately much th a t they have w ritten 
has not been preserved, 
disastrous 
fires have sw ept away much of the 
precious record which these men p re­ 
served in new spaper style as

Ends Long Period of Litigation, Strife and Dispute and 
Removes from City Life a Vexing Question — Permits 
City to Obtain Best Water Possible, Gain Adequate Fire 
Protection and Expand System as Needs of Growing 
City Demand. 


CONTRACTORS ALREADY AT WORK ON THE SYSTEM 


‘ 
One of the greatest steps taken by the city of Bismarck 
during 1923 was the purchase of the property of the Bis­ 
marck Water Supply Company, the letting of contracts for 
l)uilding a complete filtration plant and letting of contracts 
lor remodelling and expansion of the water works system of 
the city. 
* 
In so doing the city commission decided upon an “all­ 
city owned” water plant, whereby the city furnishes the 
power for pumping the Missouri river water into the filtra­ 
tion plant and for pumping it into the mains. 
In settling this prgblem, which has vexed the city for 
several years, one of the most important steps in many years 
was taken, to assure the city of an adequate water supply at 
reasonable rates, and to wipe off the slate a controversy that 
had affected the city’s political and business life. 
The negotiations find, on July 11, 1923, the major part of 
this program completed. The city has purchased the plant 
of the Bismarck Water Supply Company, it has sold bonds 
and warrants to pay for the improvement, it has let con­ 
tracts for improving the system, and contractors are at work 
on'the filtration plant system. Legal questions are yet to be 
settled, but the city probably will take over the plant on Au­ 
gust 1 or September 1, 1923.

In 1873 when the first Tribune came off the press, Bis­ 
marck was a village of 150 cottonwood shacks and tents 
housing probably less than 1,500 people.
